In  the  spring  they  are  a  veritable 
drift  of  creamy  bloom,  which  is  followed  in  midsummer  by  clusters  and 
spikes  of  great  berries  of  the  bluest  blue,  unmatched  for  their  luscious 
flavor.  With  the  approach  of  the  first  frost  their  leaves  take  on  handsome 
colors  of  rich  carmine-reds  and  coppery  golds  that  last  long  after  all  other 
shrubs  have  been  denuded  of  their  foliage. 

Blueberry  plants  will  attain  a  height  of  6  to  7  feet  but  will  give  best 
results  if  kept  to  a  height  of  6  feet.  The  plants  are  very  shapely  and  with 
little  pruning  are  very  ornamental.  It  is  not  necessary  to  spray,  and 
6  quarts  of  choice  fruit  may  be  expected  from  a  well-developed  bush. 
Blueberries  like  moist  soil,  naturally  acid.  If  the  soil  is  too  heavy,  sand 
will  improve  it.  If  lacking  in  humus,  add  peat  moss  or  leaf-mold  humus. 
Almost  any  soil  will  be  satisfactory.  They  may  be  planted  3  to  4  feet  apart 
on  the  home-grounds  and  either  in  spring  or  fall. 

Blueberries  are  extremely  hardy  and  have  withstood  temperatures  of 
30  degrees  below  zero. 

Cultivated  Blueberries  are  the  long-aw'aited'  answer  to  the  demand  for 
better,  bigger,  finer  Blueberries  that  can  be  picked  under  modern  sanitary 
conditions.
